This  year  at  the  Engineering  Exposition  held  on  the 
University  of  Wisconsin  Madison  Campus,  the  Badger 
ftsateur  Radio  Society  (BARS)  son  second  prize  in  the 
club  category  of  competition. 

Our  project  -  the  W9YT  repeater  controller  and  phone 
patch  -  represents  the  work  of  sany  BftRS  members  over  a 
several  years  tise.  The  following  is  a  short  history 
of  the  repeater. 

The  repeater  itself  is  controlled  by  an  8085  aicro- 
processor  board  built  by  John  Boos,  N0BHT,  He  built  it 
as  a  course  project  in  the  first  part  of  1982  to  run  a 
Motorola  repeater  at  the  BARS  shack,  ft  Touchtone  de¬ 
coder  was  included  in  the  systea  to  allow  us  to  aake 
the  controller  send  cw  aessages  and  other  "neat  things" 
like  disableing  the  squelch. 

In  the  fail  of  1982  the  repeater  was  aoved  to  the  top 
of  Van  Heise,  the  highest  building  in  Madison,  (except 
for  the  Capitol)  At  that  tiae  Steve  WB9PYE,  the  person 
most  I ami liar  with  the  repeater  suggested  that  the  club 
enter  the  repeater  in  Expo  in  April  of  83,  Plans 
started  to  quickly  jell. 

Steve  was  planning  on  working  with  a  VOTRAX  chip  (a 
cosput prized  speech  synthesis  chip)  for  an  independent 
study  and  then  putting  it  on  fhe  repeater.  We  also 
wanted  to  add  a  phone  patch  to  our  repeater,  but  at  our 
new  site  this  was  a  problea. 

The  phone  line  installation  cost  and  sonthly  bill  would 
be  prohibitive.  We  decided  on  a  unique  way  to  add  a 
phone  patch.  In  a  systea  separate  froa  the  repeater, 
we  would  have  a  receiver  listening  to  the  output  of  the 


repeater.  This  would  contain  the  actual  phone  patch. 
To  link  the  phone  patch  back  to  the  repeater  we  would 
use  a  laser, 

BARS  aeabers  worked  on  the  project  in  separate  parts. 
Kevin,  WB9YHB  developed  a  way  to  aodulate  and  then 
detect  the  laser.  He  also  designed  the  actual  phone 
patch.  Rich  Bonomo,  WB2WXH/9  got  the  laser  on  loan 
froa  the  EE  departaent  in  the  first  place.  Steve 
WB9PYE  worked  on  the  VOTRAX  of  course,  and  installed  it 
at  the  repeater. 

Yours  truly,  WB9YSD  built  a  new  power  supply  for  the 
repeater  controller  and  VOTRAX.  Dan  WB9YSE  worked  on 
the  audio  asp  needed  to  aodulate  the  laser.  Hike  AC9C 
and  myself  worked  on  the  Touchtone  decoder  needed  at 
the  phone  patch.  A  week  before  the  Expo  we  brought  the 
repeater  back  to  engineering  building  and  asseabled 
everything  into  a  coaplete  systea. 

We  aust  have  done  soaething  right  as  the  final  con¬ 
struction  and  the  debugging  was  relatively  Hurphy  free. 
Our  display  at  Expo  went  very  well  and  we  were  pleased 
to  get  second  place  in  our  category. 

The  repeater  is  back  at  Van  Raise  and  we  are  planing  to 
get  the  phone  patch  operational  again  this  fall,  al¬ 
though  the  laser  link  will  be  replaced  with  a  rare 
practical  453  HHz  link. 

Recently  we  replaced  our  receiver  front  end  on  the 
repeater  and  have  increased  the  repeater  range  to  about 
40  miles  around  Madison.  The  next  time  you  are  in 
Madison  dial  up  146.085,  (+600  transmit)  and  hear  our 
VOTRAX  id-sr.  A  Touchtone  pound  (!)  will  activate  the 
VOTRAX  id-er  on  demand.

The  National  Communications  System  (NCS)  (see  8ST 
September  1982,  p.  81)  and  the  ARRL  have  established  a 
Memorandum  of  Understanding.

Article  after  article  has  been  published  year  after 
year  in  every  Has  aagazine  and  still,  Hass  do  not  knot* 
how  to  efficiently  SSL,  Alsost  every  Asateur  Radio 
operator  knows  how  to  SSL  but  far  less  know  how  to 
efficiently  QSL  -  that  is,  to  get  a  good  return  rate  on 


I  have  three  current  exasples  of  how  NOT  to  SSL  to  a  DX 
station.  Last  week  I  received  three  SSL  cards  fro*  two 
stateside  stations  and  here’s  their  story 


N2-  sent  ne  two  cards  with  an  SASE  enclosed.  Now, 
«  However ,  the  first  card  is  for  a  8S0  on 
8  DEC  1979  with  K9EF/HI8.  The  second  is  for  a  QSO  on  4 
OCT  1988  with  K9EF/8R1,  He  sent  his  cards  to  sy  ad¬ 
dress  in  Virginia  3-1/2  and  2-1/2  years  after  the  SSOs! 
I’s  sorry  to  say  that  there  is  no  way  I  can  confira 
these  850’s  now  because  wy  logs  are  in  storage  and 
will  be  until  I  return  to  the  states  in  about  18  years. 


The  proper  way  to  SSL  for  these  QSO’s  was  to  send  an 
SASE  to  sy  then  SSL  aanager  the  DAY  AFTER  the  8S0.  The 
tiae  spent  listening  to  a  DX  station  to  announce  SSL 
inforaation  is  well  worth  the  tiae  -  i.e.,  a  SSL  card 
will  be  received  if  the  proper  course  of  action  is 
taken. 


The  third  card  is  fros  N3A--  for  a  8S0  on  21  June  1988 
with  K9EF/8R1.  The  card  with  134  postage  on  it  was 
sent  over  2-1/2  years  after  the  8S0!  The  kicker  is  the 
note  written  in  the  reaarks  colusn:  ‘...sorry  it  has 
taken  ae  so  long  to  confira  contact,* 

I  sade  over  26,088  contacts  froa  Guyana,  If  only  one- 
fourth  of  these  contacts  sent  ae  cards  without  an  SASE 
the  postage  would  have  been  41,300, 

The  points  are: 

1.  SSL  the  saae  day  or  the  next  day  after  the  8S0. 

2,  Follow  the  DXers  SSL  inforaation  to  the  letter. 

3.  Send  an  SASE,  if  a  stateside  aanager,  and  put  the 
8SQ  inforaation  on  the  SASE  in  case  the  QSL  card 
is  lost.  If  a  DX  aanager,  then  send  enough  IRC’ s 
to  cover  the  return  postage. 

4,  Be  accurate  and  ensure  accuracy  in  the  QSO 
info  --  Bate,  Tiae,  Frequency  and,  above  all, 
have  the  correct  callsign.  If  you’re  off  by  five 
sinutes  the  QSL  aanager  will  have  to  look  through 
probably  58  callsigns  until  he  finds  yours.  I 
have  38  states  and  about  18  countries  confiraed 
fro®  HRl-land  and  I’ve  never  been  there! 

If  we  can’t  educate  the  nation  in  the  art  of  QSLing, 
theb  let’s  start  a  trend  in  Wisconsin  to  try  to  achieve 
a  188X  return  rate  on  SSLs, 

Start  by  inviting  a  proninent,  busy  SSL  aanager  to 
speak  at  your  club  aeeting;  they'll  be  very 
enlightening!

FCC  CHANGES  LOGGING,.  ID  RULES 

The  FCC  has  elisinated  the  requirement  that  asateurs 
keep  logs  of  routine  operating  activities.  This  action 
will  be  effective  mediately  upon  publication  in  the 
Federal  probably  in  a  few  weeks.  Repeater 
station  trusteis  will  no  longer  need  to  tape-record 
autopatch  and  other  third-party  messages; 

Asateurs  say,  if  they  desire,  continue  to  keep 
voluntary  logs,  and  FCC  engineers-in-charge  aay  still 
aandate  log-keeping  in  specific  cases.  Details  of  non¬ 
routine  operations,  such  as  repeater  data  when  certain 
liaits  are  exceeded,  auxiliary  and  reaote  control 
operations,  and  naaes  and  call  signs  of  guest  control 
operators  would  still  be  required  to  be  kept  as  part  of 
the  "station  records." 

In  a  separate  action,  (FCC  Order  83-247),  effective 
June  15,  the  FCC  will  no  longer  require  that  asateurs 
using  RTTY  codes  or  fast-scan  TV  identify  in 
international  Norse  Code  Df  plain  language  voice,  If 
using  Baudot,  ASCII,  or  AHTOR,  stations  say  identify 
using  the  particular  digital  code  being  used  for  the 
communication.  If  using  a  different  digital  code  (only 
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allowed  above  50  MHz) t  the  awateur  *ay  identify  using 
Baudot,  ASCII,  or  AHTOR.  Fast-scan  TV  transmissions 
•ay  be  identified  in  video  using  the  U.S.  525  scan-line 
standard  described  in  Part  73  of  FCC’s  rules. 

The  cw  or  plain  language  voice  i-d  requirement  will 
still  apply  to  facsimile  and  sstv  transmissions. 
Amateurs  may  still  use,  if  they  wish,  cw  or  voice  to 
i-d  RTTY  or  fast-scan  TV  as  at  present.  The  FCC 
dispensed  with  the  prior  notice  and  comment  provisions 
of  the  Administrative  Procedure  Act  claiming  that  "it 
is  un-likely  that  any  objections  would  be  received  in 
view-  of  the  obvious  benefits  which  are  being 
conferred...  "  It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  under 
the  new  rules  an  amateur  hearing  a  RTTY  transmission, 
for  example,  would  not  be  able  to  determine  if  it  is 
of  amateur  origin  unles  he  or  she  possessed  equipment 
capable  of  demodulating  the  particular  digital  code  in 
use.  ..  •"  /.V-  ' 

Additionally  the  maximum  frequency  shift  for  digital 
communication  will  be  raised  fro*  988  to- 1000  Hz  in  the 
hf  bands.  Above  58  NHz  the  maximum  shift  will  depend 
on  the  signalling  rate  used. 

Finally,  amateur  interi*  persits  are  now  renewable, 
since  interim  renewals  aay  be  justified  when  there  is  a 
delay  in  issuance  of  permanent  operator  and-  station 
license.  ~'v  - 

late  update:  The  FCC’s  elinimation  of  Asateur  Radio 
station  logs  became  effective  on  June  9. 


ARRL  membership  figures  for  the  month  of  Nay  were 
released  on  June  2.  There  was  a  decline  of  approxi¬ 
mately  488  during  the  month  coapared  with  a  decline 
2,908  during  Nay  1982.  General  Hanager  Suaner 
remarked:  "Still,  I  would  have  expected  to  see  a 
slight  increase  during  the  aonth  as  a  result  of  late 
returns  from- the  promotional  mailing;  apparently  this 
was  offset  by  relatively  few  new  seabers  froa  other 
sources,  and  non-renewals.

Satellite  users  are  asked  to  relay  teleaetry  data  via 
the  AHSAT  nets.

The  Special  Service  Club  prograa  becaae  effective  on 
March  1  and  has  opened  up  neu  opportunities  for  ARRL 
Affiliated  Clubs  to  actively  participate  in  the 
expanded  role  of  the  League’s  Field  Organization. 
Hisconsin  clubs  have  been  a*ong  the  »ost  active 
affiliated  clubs  in  the  country  -let’s  keep  that 
tradition  alive  through  the  SSC  progra*. 

Hhat  is  a  Special  Service  Club?  The  SSC  progra*  Has 
detailed  in  the  Decesber  1982  issue  of  SST  IP.  62)  and 
this  is  Horthuhile  reading  for  clutT'officers  and 
aethers  who  Bight  be  interested  in  their  club  becoting 
a  SSC.  Briefly,  an  affiliated  dub  nould  qualify  as  an 
SSC  by  having  established  continuing,  uorking  prograss 


in  each  of  the  following  categories:  Public  Relations, 
Eaergency  Communications,  Training,  Technical  Advance- 
tent,  Other  Operating  Activities  and  Miscellaneous 
Activities.  The  goal  of  the  SSC  progra*  is  to  estab¬ 
lish  affiliated  clubs  as  the  lain  presence  of  Aaateur 
Radio  in  their  respective  coaaunities. 

The  specific  requireaents  to  qualify  in  each  of  the 
above  categories  are  flexible  as  the  SSC  prograa  is 
part  of  the  new  expanded  Field  Organization  of  the 
ARRL,  the  administration  of  nhich  is  separate  fro*  the 
ARRL  Headquarters  level  adainistered  functions.  The 
programs  of  each  SSC  in  these  categories  must,  however, 
be  REAL  and  0N60INS  programs,  not  just  occasional  or 
annual  activities. 

It  aay  be  difficult,  at  first,  to  imagine  hon  your  club 
can  aanage  to  fulfill  all  these  functions,  but  with  a 
little  creativity  and  proaotion  within  your  club,  I  aa 
confident  that  many  types  of  activities  and  variations 
of  programs  can  be  recognized  as  fitting  into  the 
overall  category  requireaents. 

An  area  which  will  provide  a  real  challenge  to 
Affiliated  Clubs  is  that  of  administration  of  licensing 
exams,  if  the  League's  proposal  to  the  FCC  is  adopted 
in  whatever  fora.  Clubs  which  have  successful  training 
programs  already  in  place  will  find  this  new  task 
easier,  however,  the  examining  function  sight  more 
appropriately  belong  in  Miscellaneous  Activities  since 
it  would  be  primarily  an  adainistrative  function. 

If  you  are  a  aeaber  or  officer  of  an  Affiliated  Club, 
carefully  study  the  8ST  article  and  consider  how  your 
club  can  impleaent  the  prograas  required  for  SSC.  Then 
get  the  discussion  going  within  your  dub  to  get  the 
ideas  and  feelings  of  all  your  aeabers  into  the  process 
of  deciding  whether  your  club  is  interested  in  becoming 
an  SSC.  If  you  can’t  find  your  copy  of  Deceaber  BST 
and  would  like  a  copy  of  the  article,  send  me  a  note 
and  I  will  send  you  a  copy.

Realizing  that  this  is  read  (I  hope)  by  the  general  has 
cosaunity  now  that  the  HHft  Bulletin  and  Ssoke  Signals 
have  merged,  I  want  to  encourage  any  and  all  amateurs 
who  have  not  participated  in  traffic’ handling  work,  to 
listen  in  on  our  nets  and  give  it  a  try.  You  Mill  be 
eost  welcome  at  any  time.  "Don't  be  shy  or  afraid  that 
you  Bill  get  balled  out  for  not  knowing  Bhat  to  do.  He 
all  had  to  start  somewhere. 

If  you  Bant  sore  inforaation  on  net  operating,  drop  me 
a  card  (better  yet  send  as  a  radiogram)  and  I  Bill  see 
that  you  get  all  the  inforaation  you  need  to  get 
started.  HE  HAKT  YOU!! 

Less  that  1  percent  of  the  aaateurs  in  the  United 
States  are  involved  in  traffic  handling.  I  for  one 
would  sure  like  to  see  that  percentage  increased 
greatly. 


When  you  stop  to  think  about  it,  the  drop  in  net 
activity  during  the  su*»er  months  is  not  because  there 
is  no  traffic  to  handle.  Actually,  susaertiae  offers 
special  opportunities  for  a  steady  supply  of  aessages 
for  the  traffic  sill.  People  travel  and  Bant  to  keep 
in  touch  with  the  folcks  back  hose.  Aaateurs  in  resort 
areas  can  get  all  the  traffic  they  can  handle  if  they 
want.  All  it  takes  is  a  brief  visit  with  the  resort 
owner  explaining  how  our  traffic  systea  works  and  leave 
your  number.  They  can  then  contact  their. tennants  to 
see  if  they  are  interested  in  taking  advantage  of  it. 

Whether  it’s  suaaer  or  winter,  the  only  cure  for  low 
traffic  totals  is  for  aaateurs  to  originate  wore.  No 
traffic  will  ever  get  into  the  systea  unless  somebody 
originates,  it  . 

The  biggest  stusbling  block  to  getting  traffic  is  not 
the  public  but  aaateurs  theaselves,  especially  those 
who  sit  back  and  do  nothing  theaselves  and  sneer  at 
'traffic  hounds.’  Those  who  ignore  traffic  are  avoid¬ 
ing  he  very  foundation  stone  of  Aaateur  Radio  -  relay¬ 
ing  of  traffic.  That  was  its  original  excuse  for 
being.  And,  although  tiaes  have  certainly  changed,  the 
basic  fundamentua  of  Aaateur  Radio  today  is  still 
public  service. 

There’s  nothing  deader  than  a  traffic  net  that  never 
handles  any  traffic!  Even  if  you  don’t  have  any  way  to 
solicit  it  froa  the  public,  can’t  you  send  an  occas¬ 
sional  aessage  to  to  a  friend  or  relative  in  another 
part  of  the  country?  Even  if  you  don’t  want  to  par¬ 
ticipate  in  traffic  handling  yourself,  any  traffic  you 
can  put  into  the  systea  is  auch  appreciated. 

Another  solution  to  the  lack  of  activity  is  to  en¬ 
courage  newcomers  in  Aaateur  Radio  to  get  into  traffic 
handling.  Chuck,  KA9HP9,  Wisconsin  Novice  Net  Manager 
mentioned  at  the  last  HNA  meeting  in  Ida  that  many 
people  have  upgraded  their  licenses  and  are  leaving  the 
novice  net  for  the  phone  nets.  This  is  fine  but  we 
need  new  people  to  fill  the  void  left  by  them  in  the 
novice  net.  If  you  are  involved  in  novice  training 
classes,  be  sure  to  sake  thea  aware  of  the  National 
Traffic  Systea,  its  function  and  purpose.  Explain  to 
thea  that  it  is  their  heritage  as  Aaateur  Radio  opera¬ 
tors.  Encourage  thea  to  check  into  the  novice  net  when 
they  get  their  license. 

It  wouldn’t  hurt  us  old-tiaers  to  blow  the  dust  off  our 
keys  once  in  a  while  and  check  the  novice  net  either. 
They  wiil  go  plenty  slow  so  poor  cw  ability  is  no 
excuse!  Chuck  will  be  glad  to  have  you  check  in. 


There  were  45  who  aade  Brass  Pounders  League  (BPL)  last 
Novesber  by  handling  over  530  aessage  units.  They 
handled  a  total  of  46,533,  or  an  average  of  1,033  per 
station,  and  that  represents  about  one-third  of  all  the 
traffic  handled  on  the  aaateur  bands  and  reported  to 
the  Section  Managers.  Most  of  the  resainder  was 
handled  by  about  300  other  aaateurs  with  totals  of  100 
or  sore,  with  perhaps  10  percent  left  for  the  thousands 
or  so  who  reported  totals  less  than  10B.  Hhat  about 
the  other  400,000  aaateurs!.  . 

Many  of  you  who  read  this  no  doubt  heard  ay  traffic 
training  sessions  on  the  Baraboo  (28/8B)  and  Hausau 
(22/82)  repeaters  this  past  Winter.  I  do  hope  that 
many  neH  people  becaae  interested  as  a  result  of  this. 

While  on  the  subject,  I  want  to  take  this  opportunity 
to  apologize  for  the  several  tiaes  that  training  was 
not  held  when  scheduled.  This  was  due  in  part  to  some 
personal  commitments  that  case  up  froa  tiae  to  tiae, 
and  being  huaan  (I  think),  I  did  forget  a  couple  of 
tiaes.  Tiae  does  have  a  way  of  getting  away  froa  us  on 
occasion.  I  will  try  better  next  ti»e. 

I  recently  received  froa  ARRL  headquarters,  a  supply  of 
LOCAL  NET  CERTIFICATES.  These  are  issued  to  those  who 
are  active  in  local  VHF  nets.  The  Nest  Central 
Hisconsin  Traffic  Net  and  the  Northwoods  Traffic  Net 
fall  into  this  category. 

Technically,  any  net  that  is  not-seetionwide  in  cover¬ 
age  is  considered  to  be  a  local  net.  It  still 
qualifies  an  NTS  net  if  it  provides  liaisons  to  a 
Section  net  and,  in  turn  qualifies  as  a  HNA  Ltd. 
affiliate. 

So  if  you  are  a  current  holder  of  a  certificate  for 
either  the  NHTN  or  the  HCHTN,  let  the  respective  net 
manager  know  when  it  is  due  for  renewal.  He  in  turn 
will  notify  me  and  1  will  then  issue  you  a  LOCAL  NET 
certificate.  This  will  bring  it  all  into  better  per¬ 
spective  -  long  overdue. 

Also,  Net  Managers  should  notify  me. of  their  Net  Con¬ 
trol  and  Liaison  stations  so  that  stickers  can  be 
issued  reflecting  that  status  to  be  applied  to  their 
certificates. 

Remember,  to  remain  a  member  of  a  net,  you  have  to 
regain  relatively  active  in  that  net.  The  Net  Manager 
is  the  final  judge  on  who  does  or  doesn’t  get  their 
certificates  renewed  based  on  activity. 
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I  nos  issue  Official  Relay  Station  iORS)  appointaents. 
Check  the  ARRL  Operating  Manual  tor  details.  If  you 
qualify,  let  ae  know  and  the  appointsent  will  be  aade. 
These  are  good  for  two  years  as  are  all  Field  Appoint- 
aents.  If  you  already  have  ORS,  check  your  certificate 
to  see  if  it  is  current. 

I  will  not  say  such  about  the  HNA  BOOSTER  plan  adopted 
by  the  HNA  delegates  at  a  receiirseeting'as  1  as  sure 
there  are  details  elsewhere  in  this  bulletin.  1  will 
say  that  I  do  hope  that  all  of  you  will  support  the  HNA 
if  at  all  possible.  It  is  for  a  worthy  cause  -  believe 
se!  There  are  a  lot  worse  ways  to  spend  *10.  For  sore 
inforsation,  contact  KC9CJ,  KA9CPA,  H9YCV,  or  any  HNA 
delegate,  or  #e
